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EPA's Proposed Lead and Copper Rule Revisions
Published: Public Comment Period Open

Today’s Federal Register contains the proposed Lead and Copper Rule
Revisions(LCRR, .pdf, 91 pages) and requests public comment. This rule affects all
community and nontransient noncommunity public water supply systems. From the
preamble “This proposed rule also strengthens procedures and requirements related to
health protection and the implementation of the existing Lead and Copper Rule (LCR) in
the following areas:

¢ lead tap sampling;

e corrosion control treatment;

¢ lead service line replacement;
e consumer awareness; and

¢ public education.

This proposal does not include revisions to the copper requirements of the existing LCR.

In addition, this proposal includes new requirements for community water systems to
conduct lead in drinking water testing and public education in schools and child care
facilities.”

The public comment period ends on January 13, 2020. The first page of the document
describes how to submit comments on the proposed rule to the public docket.
